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No More Loitering Allowed— 
Periodic Inspections 
to Be Required 


The passing of the old checker-playing 
fire departments of the past has shown its 
local effects here with the selectmen draw- 
ing up a series of regulations tending to 
deprive the fire station of all club atmos- 
phere. No loitering is to be allowed, spit- 
toons must not be at handy places on the 
main floor, no one, visitor or employee, 
may enter the station under the influence 
of liquor, and the fire engines responding 
to calls may not carry unofficial passen- 
gers, 


Fire laddies must come to work and 
leave work in full uniform. A check-up 
has to be made on the engines every day 
with the day platoon starting up the 
motors when they come on at eight. 
There has to be a monthly fire drill, and 
the hose has to be taken out and rearrang- 
ed every three months. The chief has to 
conduct a monthly inspection of all mer- 
cantile and industrial buildings. Compre- 
hensive reports on all fires have to be 
made. No work may be done on private 
automobiles in the station. 

lhe complete set of regulations follows: 

Discipline is the first step in a well 
organized fire department. Respect for 
superior officers shall be shown at all 
times. When on duty at Station, Perma- 
nent men shall take orders from Perman- 
ent superior officers; while at call of 
emergency duty, superior rank prevails 
Whether it be permanent or call officers. 

Permanent men shall answer when 
spoken to by superiors in a respectful 
manner using proper title. 


_ Any member of the department report- 
Ing at any station or at any call of duty 
under the influence of liquor shall be so 
reported by a superior officer to the officer 
in charge who shall report same to the 
Board of Selectmen, they in turn granting 
the individual a hearing. 


All permanent men shall report for duty 
and leave duty in full uniform, Perman- 
ent men while on duty shall be properly 
clothed in work clothes. : 


Each morning the on coming shift shall 
start all engines and see that they are in 
running order reporting any defects to 
officer in charge. All bright work shall be 
Polished and apparatus cleaned or gone 
over each morning and as soon after re- 
turning to the station from a call as pos- 
sible, Each piece of apparatus shall have

John L. Lewis Group Appears 
in Local Factories—Textile 
Plants Had Given Raises 


Labor organizers representing John L. 
Lewis’ Committee for Industrial Organi- 
zation which has been waging a new kind 
of labor war in the form of sit-down 
strikes all over the country have been ap- 
pearing in local factories, it was learned 
this week. What progress they have been 
able to make is not known as yet. 

Meetings have been held in New York 
by the C. I. O., for some time now pre- 
paring plans for enrolling the textile in- 
dustry under the Johy L. Lewis banner, 
and the organizers have been busy plan- 
ning for other forms of industry. Not until 
this week, however, was it learned that 
the actual work of organizing and agitat- 
ing had begun in any of the local factories. 

The C. I. 0., movement has already 
received one serious setback here with the 
announcement a few weeks ago by the 
local textile mills of a sizeable wage in- 
crease for all employees. Both the Ameri- 
can Woolen company, represented by the 
Shawsheen mills, and the M. T. Stevens 
company of the Marland mills gave wage 
increases just when the C, I. O. agitation 
was at its peak, and it is pretty generally 
felt that this move on the part of the 
companies forestalled any immediate 
sit-down strike in these two plants.

Chaplin of Ballet 
to Appear Here 


Trudi Schoop, star and originator of 
the Comic Ballets which will be seen at 
George Washington Hall, on Tuesday 
evening, April 20th, at 8:15 reversed the 
usual order of entering a profession. She 
made her debut first, and took instruction 
in dancing afterward. Her triumphs in 
Europe and the Orient which led 5. 
Hurok to bring her and her company of 
twenty-two over for an American tour 
testify to the success of that course. 


Born in Zurich of an old patrician fami- 
ly, she with her sister and two brothers 
led a healthy outdoor life. The games she 
made up wherein they pretended to be 
soldiers, or actors, or historical characters, 
showed such marked talent that her 
mother enrolled her at the State Theatre 
school. She learned innumerable roles, 
and though highly praised by the director, 
was dissatisfied. At audition time she 
went mountain climbing with her father. 
It was on this trip, during a severe thun- 
derstorm, that a tree curving in the wind 
gave her the idea of becoming a dancer. 


The very next day she demanded that 
her father rent a theatre so that she could 
give a recital. For three months she im- 
provised dances and rehearsed entirely 
Without guidance, and when the recital 
was given, comment was favorable. Thus 
encouraged she went to Vienna where she 
studied ballet. Later she studied at the 
Duncan school. Determinedly she trained 
for eight hours daily, achieving great 
fluency and lightness. 


A triumphant tour of Germany followed 
then a period of teaching in Zurich. Still 
she was dissatisfied. Purely beautiful or 
strong choreographic movement did not 
satisfy her. It was while mimicking situa- 
tions from everyday life to amuse her 
family that she found that comedy offered 
the outlet for her talents that she had 
long been seeking. 

Within a short time she had created 
several tragi-comedies in choreographic 
form, trained and rehearsed a company 
of twenty-two. Her ballet innovations 
were launched in Berlin in September 
1929, and the continuous succession of 
triumphs began which led to her American 
tour. From the first, her art—so universal 
in its appeal—has been compared to that 
of Chaplin.

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Courtesy, Tact, Reasonableness, Prime Requisites of 
Police Officer 


Andover is going to have a new 
policeman and one of the present 
force will shortly be promoted to a 
newly created sergeancy to take the 
Chief’s place when he is in court. The 
last time an officer was appointed, 
there were around forty applicants, 
and very probably there will be as 
many this time, for the job is prac- 
tically a life-time one. 

The officer and sergeant will be 
named after Civil Service examina- 
tions are held to establish a preferred 
list. Certain physical requirements 
as to age, height, etc., will have to be 
met, and the examination itself will 
in some measure determine the men- 
tal calibre of the applicant. Unfor- 
tunately, however, there seems to be 
no yardstick which can measure the 
most important trait an officer and a 
sergeant need, and that is common 
sense, 

A policeman or a police official can 
be just the right height, just the right 
weight, within the proper age limits, 
and he can answer innumerable ques- 
tions in arithmetic, English, history, 
criminology, ete., but if he doesn’t 
possess the ability to use his com- 
mon sense, he will fail utterly in 
making a good officer. 

We have all kinds, physically, 
mentally, and temperamentally, on 
our police force. Some of them would 
not today pass the elementary physi- 
cal requirements, some perhaps 
might not rate very highly in the 
educational tests, but one of these 
might make a better sergeant than a 
man in perfect physical education or 
one who could secure a 90 or better 
grade in his examination, if he were 
unable to exercise his common sense 
sufficiently to deal with the public 
properly. Officiousness would im- 
mediately eliminate some of our 
officers. Some of them are over-im- 
pressed by the brass of their buttons, 
and they feel that a uniform is all 
they need to provide law enforce- 
ment. Put a man like this in the 
sergeancy, and soon his methods will 
have produced more disrespect for 
the police department than would be 
the case were a man named of less 
imposing physique but a better ca- 
pacity for dealing with human beings. 

The same reasoning applies to the 
new officer. If someone is chosen who 
is likely to be hard-boiled, sarcastic, 
over-important, he soon will lose 
the respect that an officer needs for 

proper enforcement of the law. __ 

An officer, with the full force of the 
law behind him, with no doubt as to 


the legality of his actions, is a very 
poor law enforcer if he cannot secure 
by his methods the co-operation of 
the public. Officiousness gets an 
officer nowhere; pleasantness, cour- 
tesy, and reasonableness will do him 
and the law a world of good. 


2 Out of 46 


One of our Ballardvale residents 
sent us this week a page from an al- 
manac which undertook the task of 
listing all the New Deal Alphabetical 
Agencies. There are 46 of them listed, 
and of these only two, the A.A.A. 
and the N.R.A. have been declared 
unconstitutional by the Supreme 
court. When President Roosevelt 
decided in January to make the Su- 
preme court into the U.S.S.C., an- 
other New Deal agency, he gave as 
his excuse the argument that the 
court had so much to do it needed 
additional members. Chief Justice 
Hughes’ report that all the work was 
cleared up intensified the public’s 
already firm belief that the President 
had used the argument only as a 
camouflage for his real purpose: 
that of making the court into a body 
which like Congress would merely 
say O.K. to the President's wishes. 
The President later admitted that 
the real reason for his proposal was 
that the court was not liberal enough 
to suit him, and yet the court only 
eliminated two out of 46 of the New 
Deal agencies. It looks as if the Presi- 
dent wants whole hog. 


Your Telephone Bill 


If you have received this month’s 
telephone bill and wondered why it 
is so high, why not look at the little 
leaflet that the ‘phone company in- 
cludes with every bill each month? 
On the second page at the bottom 
there starts a little article explaining 
that the Bell system paid in taxes 
last year $116,800,000, and_ this 
equals $8.36 for each telephone in 
service. In other words about seventy 
cents of your telephone bill each 
month goes to taxes. The article also 
mentioned that these taxes represent 
$470 per year for each telephone em- 
ployee, and this means that the tel- 
phone company has to contribute 
about 25% of its payroll for the goy- 
ernment’s payroll. The same thing 
applies to other commodities, other 
services, and that is why everyone, 
not just real estate taxpayers, should 
be alarmed at the ever rising govern- 
mental costs.

THE ANDOVER TOWNSMAN 


Drama Institute to 


Given Next Week| Be Held at Guild 


Before the curtain goes up next Friday 
afternoon at 3:45, at the Memorial audi- 
torium, on the performance of Edwin 
Strawbridge’s ‘* Pinocchio,” the juvenile 
audience will hear some of the music 
written by M. Wood Hill, one of America’s 
well-known Women composers, especially 
for this children’s ballet-story. 

Through Junior Programs, Inc., of 
New York City, the three local Parent- 
Teacher associations have been able to 
arrange this performance as one in a 
series of children’s entertainments which 
have occurred from time to time through- 
out the school term. 

The internationally known story of the 
puppet who came to life was natural 
material for a ballet or pantomime for 
children, but the creation of music to 
harmonize with and introduce the various 
episodes with their widely different moods 
was a problem worthy of such an in- 
spired composer as M. Wood Hill. 

A graduate of Smith College, Mrs. Hill 
studied composition under such teachers 
as Walter Rothwell and Cornelius Rub- 
ner, and in 1918 heard the first public 
recital of her work. Among the most 
widely known of her concert pieces are: 
“An Oxford Garden,” a tone-picture; 
“Pat,” a whimsical Irish song; “‘An Old 
English Lullaby” with verses by Eugene 
Field; “The Hounds of Spring,” and 


“The Gull.” In 1920 her “* Musical Set- | 


tings for Aesop’s Fables” were sung by 
Eva Gauthier and received such enthusi- 
astic praise for their originality that two 
years later she orchestrated a total of 
seven Fables. 

Among her commissions have been the 
writing of new music for Robert Burns’ 
cantata, ““The Jolly Beggars,” for the 
Scottish Musie Festival at Banff, Canada: 
the musical settings for Old French folk 
verses for the Canadian Folk Festival, 
and a suite for chamber music based on 
“Concerts Royaux” composed by Fran- 
cois Couperin in the early eighteenth 
century. This latter work was introduced 
in this country at Mrs. Coolidge’s Berk- 
shire Festival of Chamber Music, at 
Pittsfield, Mass., in 1934, where it was 
played by members of the Boston Symp- 
phony Orchestra.

This is im- 
portant because if you will count up the 
hours spent at school and at home in the 
year, you will be surprised to find how 
much more time you spend at home than 
in school. 

Manners will not come to you; you 
have to go out and get them. It is well 
worth the effort, though, when you reap 
the rewards. Manners are most important 
to us in our school life and many times 
our character is judged by the manners we 
have. Let us all try to better ourselves, so- 
cially, for the good of ourselves and our 
school and remember, “Manners make 
the man.”

an oil drip pan and same shall be thor- 
oughly cleaned and wiped each morning. 
The officer in charge shall see that no 
crankease oil is used other than the oil 
recommended by the manufacturer of the 


engine. 
Starting April 1st, 1937 the floor of the 
Fire Station is to be kept clean of every- 


thing except the apparatus. All pails, 
chairs, brooms, mops, spittoons, water 
cans, grease cars, oil cans, hose and in 
fact everything except the apparatus must 
be kept off the floor and in their proper 
places. 

In the future the washing, greasing and 
repairing of private cars in the fire station 
will not be permitted. 

Visiting will be permitted, but loitering 
will not be allowed. 

Persons under the influence of liquor 
shall not be allowed to remain on the 
premises. 

No person not connected with the fire 
department, except Police and Town 
officials, shall ride or have anything to do 
with the fire apparatus. 

The above does not apply to the Am- 
bulance or Brush Fire Truck or Fire 
department equipment going to a Brush 
Fire. 

The department shall hold monthly 
fire drill. 

A monthly report of same—stating 
when drill was held, equipment used, men 
present, type of drill and length of time. 

The hose in each truck shall be com- 
pletely taken out and rearranged at least 
every three months. 

All ladders shall be taken off and 
thoroughly inspected, also all equipment, 
such as ropes, life net, belts, coats and 
helmets, ete. 

The department shall keep and main- 

tain an up-to-date running card at both 
stations. 
_ Adesk record book shall be kept show- 
ing the time alarm came in. If telephone 
call, who received it, location of fire, 
pieces responding, nature of fire, amount 
of damage, insurance if any, and how 
much, assessed valuation of property, 
owners name. Amount of hose and lad- 
ders used, list of men reporting on duty. 
Other remarks. 

A monthly report of the above shall be 
made. 

The chief of the department shall make 
a monthly tour of inspection of all in- 
dustrial and mercantile establishments in 
the town, laying particular stress on the 
conditions of the basements of the mer- 
cantile buildings, side and rear alleys. He 
shall be held responsible for this inspection 
and shall make a return of his findings in 
his monthly report to the Board of Select- 
men, 

Fire prevention is part of the duties of 
the Fire Department. 

An alphabet ical list of all oil burners in 
town, card indexed, shall be kept up to 
date, This includes both range and heaters. 
An alphabetical list of all garage and 
gasoline storage permits, card indexed. 

Monthly reports to be presented to the 
Board of Selectmen the first Monday of 
each month, :
